Priest Convicted Of Aiding Escape 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A Roman Catholic priest n*s 
been placed on five years probation after pleading guilty 
to aiding seven major drug dealers escape from the 
Federal House of Detention. 
Federal Court Judge Henry F. Werker imposed the 
sentence Monday on Father John J . Tirella before a 
courtroom packed with the clergym an’s friends and 20 
priests from his Franciscan order. 
Tirella. 55, pleaded guilty to smuggling an envelope 
containing key molds out of the nowcloscd jail where he 
was a chaplain and bringing it to a locksmith. 
According to the indictment, the locksmith then made 
keys to the jail which were smuggled in by a guard, 
enabling the narcotics dealers to escape. Six are still at 
large. 


Trucker Hits Cow, Killed 


A truck crashed into a cow in a Hoosier highway 
before dawn Monday, causing the truck to careen out of 
control and ram a tree and kill the driver. 
The accident on Indiana 67 east of Paragon in Morgan 
County was fatal to Robert F. McGary, 49, Vincennes. 
McGary was driving along the highway shortly after 4 
a m. when the large truck hit the cow and swerved into 
a large tree. The impact killed the cow. 
McGary’s death raised to 710 the number of Indiana 
traffic fatalities in 1975, compared with 731 a year ago. 


Indicted For Alleged Beating 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A federal grand jury indicted 
a Gary, Ind., policeman for allegedly beating a man now 
residing in Caguas, Puerto Rico, while investigating the 
slaying of another policeman, the Justice Department 
reported Monday. 
The indictment returned in the U.S. District Court in 
Hammond, 
Ind , Joseph Loera assaulted Victor M. 
Rodriguez, now a resident of Caguas, on Oct. 5, 1974, 
violating his constitutional right not to be deprived of 
liberty without due process of law. Loera allegedly 
struck Rodriguez in the face with a gun after entering 
his home during the manhunt for the killer of the other 
officer. 
Maximum penalty for conviction of deprivation of 
rights would be one year in prison and a $1,000 fine. 


House Bomber Sentenced 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Chief Judge William E 
Sleekier of the Southern Indiana U S. District Court 
Monday sentenced William G. Webb, 43, to 30 years in 
prison on explosives charges arising from the bombing 
of a Greenwood house in which a 12-vear-old boy died. 
Webb, a former factory worker from Indianapolis, last 
month changed his plea to guilty on a charge of illegal 
interstate transportation of explosives. He is said to 
have planted a dynamite bomb at the home of Charles 
Bridges Jr ., 43, in the Indianapolis suburb of Greenwood 
Feb. IO as a result of a love triangle. 
The blast killed Michael Bridges, 12, who was asleep 
in the house at the time a wall was ripped out. Bridges 
and another son. Dan, 16. were iniured in the explosion 


Whitcomb Seeks Rent Delay 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Former Governor Edgar D. 
Whitcomb, considered a probable candidate for the 1976 
U.S. Senate race, has asked for a 30-day extension on a 
deadline to catch up on the back rent for the Indiana 
World Trade Center, which he heads. 
The Indianapolis Airport Authority, which controls the 
Weir Cook Airport Administration building in which the 
center has its offices, is seeking to collect more than 
$12,000 owed by the center for rent and remodeling 
Whitcomb, who has been considering running for the 
1976 COP senate nomination, Monday met with Daniel 
Orcutt, executive director of the authority, and paid 
$1,020 by check for one month's rent. 
Orcutt said 
afterward that he would 
pass along 
Whitcomb’s request to have until Sept. 25 to come up 
with the rest of the money, but added any final decision 
would be up to the authority, which meets Wednesday.

If you’re a consumer shopping for a home right 
now, you need all the help you can get. Luckily for 
you, a new Federal law may offer a good deal of help. 
The Housing and Community Development Act, 
passed in August 1974, contains a number of provi­ 
sions that should benefit home-hunting consumers. 
For instance: 


• The limit on mortgages 
insured by Federal Housing 
Adm inistration 
(EHA) 
has 
been 
increased 
to 
$45,000 
from $33,000 for single-fam­ 
ily homes. 
• The limit on mortgage 
loans by savings and loan as­ 
sociations has been increased 
to $55,000 from $45,000. 
• Down 
payment 
re­ 
quirem ents for FHA-insured 
m ortgages 
have 
been 
low- 
ered. An FHA-insured m ort­ 
gage on a $35,000 home, for 
example, now requires a $1,- 
750 down paym ent (formerly 
$3,450). 
• Discrimination on the 
basis of sex is prohibited in 
home financing (and also in 
the sale and rental of homes). 
This means th a t lenders may 
not discriminate against sin­ 
gle women in the granting of 
mortgages,

income of husband and wife

They said the list of suspects 
could include the entire 750- 
member staff at the hospital,

and eight died 
On 
Sunday, 
investigators 
studied medical records to try 
to find clues about a killer who 
deliberately 
injected 
patients 
with a deadly muscle-paralyz­ 
ing drug. 
“ It looks like the drug was 
administered 
intentionally,” 
said 
Dr. 
Duane 
Freier, 
the 
hospital’s acting chief of staff. 
“ W e’ve ruled out accident, drug 
contamination and other possi­ 
ble causes.” 
The drug was identified as 
Pavulon, a compound common­ 
ly used during surgery to relax 
a patient’s muscles. Traces of 
the drug were found in urine 
samples 
taken 
from 
three 
surviving patients who were not 
supposed to be receiving the 


drug. 


Freier said he thinks there is 
enough evidence to convince a 
jury the respiratory arrests — 
total cessation of breathing 
were induced deliberately. 
D r. Jo h n Chase, the V A ’s

respiratory failures were m ur­ 
der or attempted murder.

age of 68, 
Funeral services were sche­ 
duled Tuesday for Revson, who 
died 
Sunday 
at 
Columbia 
Presbyterian Hospital. 
In 1932, Revson joined with 
his brother, Joseph, and chem­ 
ist Charles Lachman to form 
the Revlon Nail Enamel Corp. 


Starting with a $300 invest­ 
ment and working out of a loft 
near Times Square, the trio 
began producing exotically la­ 


beled nail polish in a variety of‘ 
shades and selling it to beauty 
shops. 
The com pany’s line constant­ 
ly expanded 
By 1974 it was 
marketing some 3,500 individual 
products in 85 different coun­ 
tries with total sales exceeding 
$600 million 
Revson. 
the 
acknowledged 
driving force behind the firm s 
success, 
was 
president 
of 
Revlon from 1932 to 1962 and its 
chairman and chief executive 
until his death. 
In addition to his two sons, 
John and Charles Jr., he was 
survived 
by

brother, 
Martin, and an adopted grand­ 
daughter.
